IMPORTANT INFORMATION FOR PROSPECTIVE BIDDERS 


Please note Article 7 of the Conditions of Sale dealing with the subjects of “reserves” and the 
Galleries’ “interest in offered lots other than normal selling commissions.” The following 
definitions of terms and explanations of policies on these subjects and the implementation 
thereof are provided for your information and guidance. 


“RESERVE” 


Definition: A “Reserve” is the confidential minimum price agreed between the seller and 
the Galleries, below which the lot will not be sold. On unsold lots, less than full commission 
will be paid to the Galleries. 


Policy: Bidders should assume that all lots have protective reserves, even though some lots 
may be offered without reserves. Our standard advice to sellers is that reserves be set at a 
percentage of the median of the estimates, generally somewhat below the low estimate 
shown in the estimate sheet provided with this catalogue. In no case do we permit a reserve 
to exceed the high estimate shown in the estimate sheet. Unsold lots, i.e. those which do not 
meet their reserve, are omitted from the price lists issued following sales. 


Implementation: The Galleries as agents for the seller protects reserves, that is, places bids 
during the auction if and when the highest outstanding bid at any time during the sale is 
below the reserve on the lot being offered. 


“MINIMUM PRICE GUARANTEE” 


Definition: A “Guarantee Minimum Price” is the confidential minimum price which the 
Galleries have contractually agreed that the seller will receive regardless of whether outside 
bids at the sale equal the guaranteed minimum price. In return for the guarantee the seller 
agrees to pay a commission of 742% of the guaranteed minimum in addition to the standard 
seHimg commission. 


Policy: The purpose of guarantees is to minimize the downside risks to the seller at auction 
sales. From the bidder’s point of view, the guaranteed minimum price should be considered 
as the same or similar to a reserve, that is, in no event will this guaranteed price exceed 
the range of pre-sale estimates which have been provided in the estimate sheet and normally 
will be lower. All consignments which have a minimum price guarantee by the Galleries are 
marked in the catalogue with the letter “G’ next to the lot number. 


Implementation: If outside bidding does not reach the guaranteed minimum price, the Gal- 
leries will either themselves bid for and buy the guaranteed lot (title to the lot passes to the 
Galleries) or allow the lot to be sold to the highest bidder for less than the guaranteed 
minimum price, the Galleries absorbing the loss. 


“OWNED PROPERTY” 


Definition: “Owned property” is property which, at the time it is offered for sale at auction, 
is owned solely or partially by the Galleries or an affiliate of the Galleries (and in the sale 
of which the Galleries is acting as a principal and not an agent). 


Policy: The purchase of property by the Galleries for sale at auction is an insignificant part 
in the Galleries’ overall business. Direct purchases are only made at the request of a client 
and, in these cases, only after standard commission sales or guaranteed minimum price sales 
have been rejected by the client. Reserve prices of property owned by the Galleries are set 
on the same or a lower basis than property sold for other consignors, that is, reserves usually 
will be set below the low pre-sale estimates provided with this catalogue and in no case 
will they be higher than the low estimates. Any owned property which is unsold at the 
auction will be omitted from the price lists following the sale. All property owned by the 
Galleries will be identified in the catalogue as “Property of Sotheby Parke Bernet Inc.” or 
a similar recognizable designation. In some cases, the prior source of property will be identi- 
fied, e.g., “Property from the Estate of John Doe sold by order of the present owner Sotheby 
Parke Bernet Inc.” 


Implementation: Representatives of the Galleries will make no bids on behalf of the Gal- 
leries for property owned by the Galleries except to protect a reserve placed by the Galleries 
as owner.

1 AMERICAN REVOLUTION, An early manuscript account of the Battle of 2 
January 1777, 2 pp. on 4, folio, with a plan of action between the British and 
American troops (tears and pulled openings reinforced with cellophane tape). 
This manuscript describes the crucial action on 2 January 1777. After Washing- 
ton’s defeat of the Hessians, he moved on Trenton and Princeton. Cornwallis set 
out to oppose him. Washington then sent Mercer to destroy the bridge in the plan. 
This action successfully thwarted the British and allowed Washington to escape to 
Sommerville. These battles were the first glimmerings of success for the American 
Army. 


2 [ARTISTS]. A group of three letters by eminent artists, each framed, with a 
reproduction of the artist’s work, including: *Corot, Jean Baptiste. Autograph 
letter signed, 1p. 8vo., undated, to “Mon cher ami” thanking him for his news and 
wishing him health and success. *Renoir, Pierre Auguste. Autograph letter signed, 
1p. 12mo., undated, to “Mon cher Bergeron” referring to a pastel drawing of a 
torso.

4to., to “My Dear Clifford” discussing work on a fresco in San Francisco and 
inviting him to work on it with the artist.

An interesting account of the activities of the founder of the American Red Cross 
at work seeking out those in need of help, with notes of their requirements and 
descriptions of places visited.

6 [EINSTEIN, ALBERT]. Portrait of Einstein by Josef Scharl, executed in pencil 
on onion-skin paper; dated Princeton, June 6, 1952. Signed in ink by both Scharl 
and Einstein. Small folio. Matted. 


7 FULTON, ROBERT. Lower part of an autograph letter signed (4% x 6 inches) 
(few stains, small tear affecting ‘t’ of ‘Robert’) itemising “coals . . . deposited by a 
Mr. Fuller of the company in 1814 at the following places... .” 


8 HAMILTON, ALEXANDER. Printed circular letter signed, Treasury Dept. 29 
March 1793. 4to (opening along folds, small paper losses). Concerning vouchers 
for registering vessels.

An interesting letter on Wetherell’s problems with the Spanish police about a 
package of old newspapers which Irving was trying to send to Everett.

A strong letter about a land transaction between his son and Mr. Kerr: “Your 
honor is bound to Mr. Kerr to take the land altho not bound by law.” 


JEFFERSON, THOMAS and MADISON, JAMES. Ship’s papers signed, Ip., 
folio, 15 January 1808. With two seals. Framed (open along folds, slight paper 
losses affecting Jefferson’s signature). The papers request safe passage for the 
vessel and its men in four languages. 


LINCOLN, ABRAHAM. Printed document signed. Ip., oblong folio. Framed. 
Washington, 8 May 1863. With seal. (1” round stain at top, light marginal dis- 
coloring). 

Appoints Abram Hyatt tax assessor in New York. Countersigned by Salmon P. 
Chase, Secretary of the Treasury. 


MANN, THOMAS. A fine correspondence, between Thomas Mann and Charles 
Neider, with letters from Mrs. Mann, Klaus and Monika Mann as well as corres- 
pondence relative to Neider’s anthology On The Stature of Thomas Mann: 

A. Mann. 3 autograph letters signed (4pp.), 46 typed letters signed (about 5Opp.), 
7 letters from Mrs. Mann, 4 typed letters or notes from Mann’s secretary, 2 tele- 
grams, including a statement on the death of Stefan Zweig, and a long telegram 
and confirming text of Mann’s statement “Die Lager” on the end of the war (the 
text typed, 3pp. 4to, with seven small corrections in his hand), mostly 4to, some 
8vo, 1939-1955. 

The correspondence begins with Mann declining to comment on a story by Neider, 
continues with Neider’s attempts to meet Mann, referring to Neider’s essay on 
The Magic Mountain, on Klaus’s magazine (“Toward ‘Decision’ I always feel like 
a touched grandfather’ — 16 Feb. 42), Neider’s job with The New Yorker (“I 
love the paper very much, and read it regularly every week” — 30 April 42), and 
the possibility of its publishing the “Thaman” story from Joseph; the possibility of 
Mann recording readings from his works and the results; comments on another 
essay by Neider on The Magic Mountain, and another on Joseph (“I do well to 
abstain from remarks of assent or doubt with regard to certain connecting lines you 
have drawn from my work to my own life. But it all sounds very well and will be 
quite convincing to the reader.” — 25 Jan. 45); on Neider’s essay on Kafka, (“J 
did not really want to classify him with the mystics when I characterized him as a 
“religious humorist” ... for a mystic his style is too clear and rational.” —27 Nov. 
45.); discussing Neider’s anthology of essays on Mann and the Kafka book (“J 
do not care much for the direct and academic application of psychoanalysis and its 
terminology on the critique of literature, and find that it means a similarly stereo- 
typed and doctrinized combination and limitation . . . When I read the Moliére 
essay by Sainte Beuve, who knows nothing of sex symbols and complexes, I feel 
better” — 6 Dec. 47), on Dr. Faustus (“I am swallowing a lot of vitamin P (mean- 
ing Praise) for the Faustus-novel .. . As a matter of fact nobody knows me who 
doesn’t know this book” — 12 Jan. 48); on his handwriting (“ ... The Latin one 
which I use for all my hand-written letters. But the so-calied creative writing I still 
do in the old strange mixture of Latin and German” — 27 Nov. 48), his reluctance 
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to write about America (“for even though I have seen and understood a great deal 
of “Americana’, my whole way of life prevents me from gaining real intimate 
insight into conditions in this country” — 14 Jan. 49); on Philip Toynbee’s review 
of The Stature [of Thomas Mann] (“Only 700 words, but perhaps the most precise 
characterization of my existence I ever read’ — 12 March 52). 

B. A group of letters and cards from Klaus Mann and Monika Mann to Charles 
Neider, 1942-1954, about the magazine Decision, Neider’s Mann and Kafka books 
and personal matters including interesting references to “The parental affair’ and 
a long two page letter from Monika about her father and Dr. Faustus. 

C. A group of short letters to Neider replying to his requests for material to include 
in his book The Stature of Thomas Mann; correspondents include Auden, Heinrich 
Mann, Schoenberg, Herman Broch, Bruno Walter, Kenneth Burke, Gabriela 
Mistral, Huxley, Shaw, Mencken, Cather, and others.

Goyan was editor of a periodical. Proust writes to thank him for citing his trans- 
lation of Ruskin’s Sesame and Lilies (published June 1906) in an article on the 
Catholic Renaissance in England, and also for the flattering review of the book. 
He continues describing his life at Versailles to which he had moved after his 
mother’s death: “Je suis depuis quatre mois malade 4 Versailles, . . . je reste couché 
dans ma chambre close qui n’est eclairie que de la lumiére des [-Jelectriques et d’ot 
je n’ai pas vu l’automne dorer et rougir les feuillages qui du fort loin, autrefois, 
m’entrainait 4 venir 4 pelerinage aupres d’eux . . .”

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(minature-leaf not paginated); however the text of St. Mark’s Gospel is apparently 
complete. 

DECORATION. A very fine full-page miniature on verso of the first leaf shows 
St. Mark (wearing a blue and white robe) writing the Gospel and seated before a 
brown desk and bookstand, against an unburnished gold ground; the desk contains 
writing materials, small vases and scrolls. The whole enclosed by a blue and red 
border (shaved at the right-hand side). The miniature is rubbed in places mainly 
affecting the background at the right but also parts of the Evangelist’s face. 

On the first text-page is a magnificently decorated headpiece consisting of floral 
and geometric motifs painted in gold, blue, green and red, and a similarly illu- 
minated initial A.

The calendar of this manuscript is extremely rich, the compiler having left not a 
single day without entry. It includes many rare and unusual entries but seems 
generally to point to the North of France. The several rubricated entries under 
St. Pere, as well as the additional ordinary entries, suggest a possible relationship 
to Chartres. 

The original owner of the manuscript is depicted as a courtly gentleman kneeling 
humbly at the throne of the Virgin and Child (fol.
